Arab life 


TEL AVIV, March 20 (Agencies) — One 
Arab was killed and five other persons were 
injured Saturday in an upsurge of resistance 
to Zionist rule in occupied West Bank in 
weeks of Palestinian unrest 

Israeli soldiers opened fire on a crowd of 
stone-throwing Arab demonstrators in the 
town of EJ Bireh, killing the 1 9-year-old man 
and slightly injuring two other demons- 
trators, said Israel radio and a spokesman at 
Ramallah Hospital. The hospital, in El 
Birby's twin city, identified the dead man as 
Ibrahim Aly Darwish Koran. He was shot in 
the chest, the state radio said. 

The day's unrest came as Palestinians 
throughout the West Bank protested the 
military dismissal of El Bireh Mayor Ibrahim 
Tawil Thursday. General strikes began in 
most of the territory Friday. It was the second 
consecutive day of rioting in El Bireh. 

One woman required medical attention 
after soldiers used tear gas to disperse a group 
of women trying to organize a protest near 
the El Birch Municipality. Soon, a large 
group of demonstrators formed in the center 
of town, hurling stones at soldiers, the radio 
reported. The army opened fire soon after- 
ward. One soldier was seriously injured when 
struck in the head by a rock, the military 
command said. 

Israel Saturday clamped down a curfew on 
the Palestinian West Bank town of Nablus 
following violent incidents there as Israeli 
troops opened fire on a demonstration out- 
side the Nablus Town Hall, wounding the 
town's already crippled mayor. Curfew was 
imposed also on Hebron and Bethlehem. 

The situation remained extremely tense in 
the strike-bound town of Nablus, where the 
town hall was cordoned off by Israeli troops 
after dashes earlier Saturday with Palestinian 
demonstrators in front of the town hall build- 
ing. Witnesses said that crippled Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Shakaa, leaning on crutches, 
was pushed to the ground by a group of Israeli 
soldiers and border guards, including several 
officers. Shakaa. who lost both legs in a June 
19S0 booby-trapped car explosion by Israelis 
said Israeli troops fired a hail of bullets at him 
as he lay on the ground. 

Eye-witnesses who substantiated his 
chatges added that Shakaa tore open his shirt 
and shouted: “Shoot, fasdsts, guns are your 
only strength". Israeli troops threw teargas 
into the crowd to scatter the demonstrators. 

Shakaa' s lawyer Felicia Langer. told the 
press Saturday that she had asked Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon to open an enquiry 
into the incidents and to “punish the soldiers 
who tried to physically harm” Shakaa. 

The Israeli authorities maintained a ban on 
Palestinian newspapers for the second day. 

Reports said the West Bank strike was 
widely followed Saturday and had totally 
paralyzed Nablus. Ramallah, El Bireh and 
Jerusalem. 


Bomb-laden car 


used for 2 days 


BEIRUT, March 20 (AFP) — Unsuspect- 
ing squatters drove a car boody-trapped with 
60 kg of explosives around here for two days 
and almost sold it, without realizing the dan- 
ger. 

The car. parked near the Egyptian mission 
where another boody-trapped car on Tues- 
day blew up, killing three persons, was also 
rigged to explode but did not due to a malfun- 
ction. the press quoted military experts as 
saying. 

On Tuesday, security forces moved cars 
parked near the mission away from the fire to 
a vacant lot. The second booby-trapped car 
was among these. Squatters from the neighb- 
orhood. noticing that no one came to claim 
the car, drove around in it for two days before 
deciding to sell it. 

They” were negotiating a price with a pros- 
pective buyer when guards from the nearby 
house of a Palestinian official reported the 
matter to security forces, who then disco- 
vered the explosives.

Marcos starts state visit

JEDDAH, March 20 — President Fer- 
dinand Marcos of the Philippines and first 
Lady Imelda Romualdez Marcos received a 
warm welcome Saturday from Saudi Ara- 
bian government officials and representa- 
tives of the Filipino community when they 
arrived here. The Philippines delegation 
wil] By to Riyadh Sunday to begin a three- 
day state visit, the first ever to be made by a 
Philippines president to Saudi Arabia and 
the Middle East. 

in a departure statement in Manila Fri- 
day he said: 

“l leave for a three-day visit to the King- 
dom of Saudi Arabia to honor an invitation 
extended to me by His Majesty King 
Kbaled and to undertake a mission of 
friendship and cooperation for our country 
j and our people," “Traveling with me and 
i the First Lady on this important mission are 
some of the ministers of our government 
who have integral roles to play in the discus- 
sions that will take place on their behalf and 
on my own. 

“In the- Kingdom of Saudi Arabia we 
have a kindred country with' whom we 
maintain cfose affinities and relations, both 
historic and contemporary,” he said. “An 
ancient land which has cradled a great relig- 
ion and a courageous people. Saudi Arabia 
today is one of the authentic centers of 
leadership and influence in the world." 

Marcos described the Kingdom's role in 
the global community, as one of the richest 
sources of petroleum, a major contributor 
to the world institutions for finance and 
development, a vital voice for international 
Cooperation and development, and a 


dynamic partner of the developing nations 
in their quest for stability and progress. 

The president and First Lady, accom- 
panied by their daughter Iraee, were met by 
Prince Majed ibn Abdul Aziz, governor of 
Makkah province; Sheikh Abdul Rahman 
A1 Sudairi, second deputy mayor of Jeddah; 
Ambassador to the Philippines Fawsi 
Shobokshi; Ambassador Abbas AI- 
Ghazzawy, chief of the Asian and African 
department of the Saudi Ministry of Fore- 
ign Affairs; and Ambassador Benjamin 
Romualdez. 

Mrs. Marcos arrived 25 minutes ahead of 
the president. She was met by Prince Majed 
and exchanged greetings with other Saudi 
Arabian officials. She greeted officers and 
employees of the Philippines Embassy in 
Jeddah and members of the Filipino com- 
munity. 

"Thank you very much, it feels as if we 
were in the Philippines.” she said. Students 
from the Philippines School in Saudi Arabia 
applauded the first lady as she went down 
the line shaking hands. 

President Marcos plane arrived later. He 
was welcomed by Prince Majed, Sheikh 
Abdul Rahman and Ambassadors Fawzi 
Shobokhshi and Abbas Al-Ghazzawy. 

President Marcos was accompanied by a 
delegation of 1 4 cabinet ministers who will 
be holding talks on economic and technical 
cooperation with their Saudi Arabian coun- 
terparts. The president is acting as foreign 
minister as Foreign Minister Carlos P. 
Romulo is in the hospital.

French vote tests Socialists 


PARIS, March 20 (R) — France's Social- 
ist government, its popularity eroded in the 
first round of nationwide local elections last 
weekend, faces a new test of strength in the 
final round of voting Sunday. 

In the past week the Socialists have waged 
an intense campaign to recover the ground 
lost since they captured the presidency and an 
absolute majority in the National Assembly 
with landslide victories last summer. 

The combined forces of the left, including 
the Socialists and their Communist junior 
partners, received 49.59 percent of the, vote 
fast Sunday while the alliance of right-wing 
and center-right parties took 49.92 percent. 

The run-off vote Sunday is for 1,077 local 
cantonal seats where no one got an absolute 
majority last Sunday. It will have no effect 
on the Socialists’ national power but it is seen 


by all parties as a major test of political 
strength and of the Socialists’ popularity after 
nine months in office. Chirac, Jacques head 
of the Neo-Gaullist RPR Party and a leader 
of the Conservative opposition, said the 
results showed the country had rejected the 
program of sweeping economic and social 
reforms initiated by the left-wing govern- 
ment of President Francois Mitterrand. 

He confidently told election rallies during 
the week: “Next Sunday will bring another 
pleasant surprise to this government was 
elected because people wanted change but 
that did not mean they wanted the country 
torn apart." 

The pro-Socialist newspaper Coiotin 
quoted sources at this week's cabinet meeting 
as saying Mitterrand had called the result a 
failure* 


Sadat killers’ sentence OK’d 


CAIRO, March 20 (AP) — President 
Hosni Mubarak Saturday ratified the death 
sentence of five Muslim extremists and prison 
sentences for i 7 others convicted of involve- 
ment in the assassination of President Anwar 
Sadat. 

The announcement by the ministry of def- 
ense was carried by the government news 
agency. The announcement said Mubarak 
“ratified the sentences passed by the Supr- 
eme Military Court.” “and did not change 
any of the sentences meted out by the military 
tribunal.” 

Court officials have said that according to 
the Military Penal Code, the defendants can 
appeal for mercy to the president within J 5 
days after they have been officially informed 
of his decision. 

Sadat was assassinated during a military 


parade last Oct. 6. Seven foreign and local 
dignitaries were killed and 27 others injured 
when the four- man assassin squad rushed the 
grandstand with hand grenades and machin- 
eguns. • 

The Supreme Military Court found five 
men guilty of premeditated murder March 6. 
and sentenced 1 7 others to sentences ranging 
from one year to life. Two defendants were 
acquitted. The penal code calls for execution 
by firing squad for the two military officers 
among the condemned. The other three are 
to be hanged, unless Mubarak responds to a len- 
iency plea. 

The two persons acquitted, a blind Muslim 
sheikh and a civilian, are being held in conne- 
ction with a charge of planning to overthrow 
the secular regime and establish a religious 
one, according to press reports. 


Columbia countdown goes smoothly 


CAPE CANAVERAL, March 20 (AP) — 
As their new landing site took shape in New 
Mexico Saturday, astronauts Jack Lousrna 
and C. Gordon Fullerton were heading for 
Kennedy Space Center, ready to take the 
shuttle Colombia on its third and busiest trip 
into space. 

Eveiylhing was on schedule fora 10 a.m. 
Est (1500 GMT) lift off Monday and the 
weather posed no problem. The crew was 
flying from Houston, in NASA training jet 
“We are ready to go,” Fullerton said Friday. 
“Jack and f look forward to flying this entry 
into white sands.” 

The last-minute shift in landing sites — 
from Edwards Air Force Base in California to 
the Northrop strip of the White Sands missile 
range in southern New Mexico — provoked a 
massive movement of technicians and 


machinery, but was no bother to the 
astronauts. 

For them, it means about a minute longer 
. in space and a landing approach that take 
them south of Los Angleses and north of 
Phoenix, instead of along the rugged coast 
south of Bakersfield, Lousma and Fullerton 
were to fly an hour’s worth of proficiency 
exercises above the Cape. 

On launch pad at Kennedy Space Center 
here, the countdown was more than two 
hours ahead of schedule Saturday morning. 
On Friday, work slipped three hours behind 
schedule with a troublesome computer and 
fuel line regulator, but was back on track by 
nightfall. “I see nothing now that threatens 
the launch,” test conductor John Talone said 
Saturday. “I see no reason why we can't have 
a punctual launch.” 




Kingdom paves the wav 

OPEC trims output to 18 m 


VIENNA, March 20 (R) — Saudi Arabia 
Saturday threw its muscle behind an OPEC 
bid to defend oil prices against the glut in the 
world market by means of concerted output* 
cuts. 

Saudi Arabiao Oil Minister Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani told a news conference he was taking 
half a million barrels daily of Saudi Arabian 
crude off the market from April 1 . He said he 
would cut output again if necessary to defend 
the OPEC benchmark price of $34 a barrel. 

Sheikh Yamani said major oil companies 
and others in the West were making a calcula- 
ted bid to push down the world price of oil. 
He denounced newspaper speculation that 
Saudi Arabia might be a secret party to this. 

Earlier, OPEC (the Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries) agreed to set a 
new, reduced ceiling for total output by the 
13 members of 18 million barrels daily and 
reached an unprecedented public accord on 
individual output quotas within this. 

Sheikh Yamani explained that the new 
Saudi Arabian output cut to seven million 
barrels daily was not included in the overall 


Iran rejects 


Iraqi peace 


proposals 


MANAMA, March 20 (AP) — Iran has 
rejected an Iraqi peace proposal communi- 
cated recently by special U.N. envoy Olof 
Palme, Iran's Undersecretary of Foreign 
Affairs Ahmad Azizi said. 

In an interview with the UAE daily AJ - 
Khaleej, he said the proposal offered with- 
drawal of Iraqi troops from Iranian territory 
occupied since the start of the 1980 war on 
condition that this be followed by negotia- 
tions on the disputed Shaft Ai- Arab water- 
way. 

“This is a precondition, and we cannot say 
now that we are ready to sit down with the 
Iraqi, government for negotiations,” Azizi 
said. “We shall decide this after the with- 
drawal.” 

Azizi, who visited the UAE last week, 
said his trip was primarily aimed at “expres- 
sing our concern over the growth of Ameri- 
can influence in the Gulf region.” 


Lebanese force 


to protect envoys 


BEIRUT, March 20 (R) — The Lebanese 
cabinet, concerned at kidnappings and thre- 
ats against foreign diplomats, decided Satur- 
day to form a special force to help protect 
embassies against bombings, rocket attacks 
and other acts of violence. 

Kuwait and Jordan have sent most of their 
staff home this month on extended leave after 
a spate of war bombings in the part of west 
Beirut where most of the Arab embassies 
have their offices. A British diplomats was 
held by kidnappers for two days this week 
and then released. 

Iraq, whose Beirut embassy was destroyed 
by a huge explosion last December, has ren- 
ted new offices in the eastern, mainly Chris- 
tian sector, where it will be under the protec- 
tion of the Lebanese Army. 

Since the end of the Lebanese civil war 
three ambassadors have died violently in the 
capital. Prime Minister Sbafiq Al-\Vazzan 
told reporters rhe force would be drawn from 
Lebanon's internal security force, a 7.500- 
strong paramilitary organization. 


S. Africa begins 


new racist party 


PRETORIA. March 20 (AP) — 
Thousands of conservative whites turned out 
at a rally Saturday to launch a new right-wing 
party opposed to any power sharing with 
non-whites in South Africa. 


The gathering voted overwhelmingly to 
name the group the Conservative Party of 
South Africa. One speaker had suggested to 
loud applause that the splinter group should 
be called the White National Party. 

The formation of the far-right party was 
the final step in the deep split between mod- 
erates and conservatives in the National 
Party, which has ruled South Africa since 
1948. The Transvaal National Party leader. 
An dries Treumicht, and 15 other National 
Party members of parliament revolted last 
month when Prime Minister P.W. Botha 
endorsed "healthy power-sharing” with 
South Africa's mixed-race and Asian peo- 
ples. Treumicht rejects any concession of 
power by the white-minority government to 
non-whites. 


The National Party was left with 126 seats 
in the 277-seat parliament. But Treumicht 
remains popular in Transvaal province, 
heartland of the conservative Afrikaans- 
speaking population, and his new party is 
seeking alliances with other small ultra-right 
groups as well. 


Connie Mulder, the former information 
minister who was ousted from office in 1979 
in South Africa's worst scandal, tokl the rally 
his small National Conservative Party would 
support TreumichVs breakaway party.

Sheikh Yamani said he thought the benc-

OPEC7s new, effective volume of 17.5 mill- 
ion bands daily represents a stunning reve- 
rse in its fortunes.

Oil Industry leaders have suggested OPEC 
co ud fell apart as cash-pinched members str- 
uggle to boost sales by discounting^md mak- 
ing unilateral price cuts.

U.N. to debate Nicaraguan 


allegations against America 


UNITED NATIONS, March 20 (R) — 
The Security Council is expected to meet 
early next week to debate Nicaragua's charge 
that the United States plans to invade its ter- 
ritory and intervene in El Salvadors civil war. 
The Nicaraguan head of state, Daniel Ortega 
Saavedra,- asked for the urgent meeting Fri- 
day and announced that he would come to 
New York to present his country’s case. 

Chamorro Mora, Nicaragua’s UJfcL dele- 
gate, told reporters Friday he expected the 
council to convene Monday, although other 
diplomats expected the meeting to be held 
Tuesday. Ortega Saavedra said a U.S. plan to 
invade Nicaragua was the reason for tus gov- 
ernment’s declaration of a state of emergency 
last Monday. 

He asked the U.N. to take “whatever 
measures are necessary to contain the con- 
flagration” which would result from 
Washington’s alleged invasion plan. Onega 
added: “It is particularly reprehensible that a 
permanent member of the Security Council, 
the United States, is violating in so felgrant a 
manner the charter of the United Nations and 
behaving in a manner that goes against the 


principles and goals of the' organization.” 

A leading Western delegate said Friday . 
night that the probable .outcome of the 
debate , would be. a call for restraint on all 
rides and a recommendation that the Organ- 
ization of American States (OAS) should 
take steps to reduce tension in Central 
America. The OAS is a U.N, offshoot aimed, 
at fostering peace and security between the 
countries of South and Central America and 
the United States. 

Cuban President Fidel Castro, chairman of 
the nonaligned movement, circulated a mes- 
sage here Friday night urging the nonaligned 
countries to express their solidarity with 
Nicaragua. Cuba is expected to ask to address 
the 15-nation council, and several other 
non-members may ask to appear. 

The current Security Council president is 
chief U.S. delegate Jeane Kirkpatrick. As an . 
interested party in Nicaragua’s complaint she 
could hand over the chair to the next member . 
in alphabetical order, Zaire . Butcouncil pres- 
idents have seldom followed this course and 
Mis. Kfrkpatrick is expected to stay on for the 
debate. 


Snowman relation sighted in China 


PEKING. March 20 (R) — Three mem- 
bers of a team hunting for an ape-tike crea- 
ture said to inhabit remote mountains in cen- 
tral China spotted the beast in a primeval 
forest last September, according to a Canton 
newspaper. 


The Yangcheng Evening News quoted 
expedition members as saying the snowman 
was tall and erect and covered in reddish- 
brown fur. They saw it run into a bamboo 
thicket in the Shennongjia Mountains, where 


peasants have reported many sightings of the 
elusive ape, apparently a relation of the abo- 
minable snowman said to live in the 
Himalayas. 

The paper said the team spotted the crea- 
ture at a height of about 2.500 meters, and 
that it could run more than three times as fast 
as a human being. Scientists have been hunt- 
ing the beast for the last two years. They- have 
not yet managed to photograph it, although 
they have come a cross footprints apparently 
left by the creature.

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Kingdom makes 
19 million calls 
abroad in 1981 

JEDDAH. March 20 — More than 1 9 
million international telephone calls were 
originated from the Kingdom last year 
according to official statistics quoted by 
Al -Riyadh newspaper Saturday. 

The papersaid the calls took nearly 1 48 
million minutes which makes the country 
one of the foremost countries in overseas 
dialing services. This means that the aver- 
aged subscriber made 37 overseas calls of 
nearly eight minutes duration totaling 
| five hours and 15 minutes. 

The report revealed that more than 80 
percent of all calls were dialled directly 
from homes and offices without reference 
to the operator, an indication of the 
impressive advances that the country has 
made recently in telecommunications ser- 
vices. 

The report also revealed that the largest 
single block of calls was taken up by the 
United States which registered over 13 
percent of the overall overseas calls, that is 
2.6 million calls.

U.S.urged to deal with PLO

WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) — The 
United States should deal with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and reduce aid to 
Israel as part of an effort for a comprehensive 
Middle East agreement, according to a study 
prepared for a quaker group. 

The report, entitled “A compassionate 
peace — a future for the Middle East,” called 
on Israel to negotiate with the PLO, surren- 
der the West Bank of the Jordan River, the 
Golan Heights and Gaza, and accept a Pales- 
tinian state. 

In return, the PLO should recognize Israel 


“and its right to a secure and peaceful exis- 
tence,” said the report prepared for the- 
American Friends Service Cojnmittee. 

The PLO has refused, while Israel has bar- 
red any negotiations with the PLO. The PLO 
convenant calls for destruction of the Zionist 
state. In urging “compromises of positions 
currently held by both the Israelis and the 
Palestinians " the report said no Israeli 
leader could resist PLO recognition. “The 
PLO must be willing to take political risks if 
the goal of a Palestinian state is to be real- 
ized.” it said. 


Algerian elected 
to World Court 

UNITED NATIONS, March 20 (R) — 
Algerian U.N. representative Muhammad 
Bedjaoui, who was involved in efforts to free 
the American hostages in Iran, was elected a 
judge of the World Court at The Hague. 

The 5 2 -year-old diplomat and jurist will 
serve until Feb. 5, 1988, completing the 
nine-year term of Judge Abdullah El-Erian 
of Egypt who died last December. The only 
other candidate in Friday’s election, held 
concurrently in the Security Council and the 
General Assembly, was -Egyptian U-N. rep- 
resentative Ahmad Esmat Meguid.

SINAI SMOKE SCREEN . 


With midnight April 25 fast approaching, doubts are ; 
increasing every day about what will be accomplished and at 
what cost due to the transfer of the Sinai Peninsula back to its 
rightful owner, Egypt. 

Plans for this transfer have been taking place relatively 
smoothly — too smoothly. Knowledgeable strategists who 
have observed the Middle East for many years recognize the 
strategy as one which Israel uses often, it may give up a little, 
but the Zionists always have plans to take much more than 
they give. 

The truth of this conclusion has been illustrated by the fact 
that while Israel has indicated the Sinai transition will be 
smooth, at the same time it has been warning fitfully that it will 
never give up any other land which was obtained and has been 
held by force since the 1 967 war. This is self-evident from the 
fact that Israel has begun tightening its grip on occupied Arab 
territories and at the same time has increased its disruptive 
activities throughout the Middle East. 

The smooth transition now taking place in the Sinai, there- 
fore. appear; to be only another Israeli smoke screen which is 
enabling this aggressor to mass troops in the part of South 
Lebanon under the control of rebel Lebanese army officer 
Maj. Saad Haddad. At the same time, this activity appears to 
be only the initial preparation to launch an even greater attack 
upon other areas as well. 

Currently tactics to ensure the success of the Zionist smoke 
screen are being carried out by former generals Ariel Sharon 
and Kama! Hassan Ali. who are attempting to convince the 
w orld that all is well and that the Sinai transfer will take place 
as scheduled. 

According to these practiced speakers, the only question 
remaining is" about a few hundred feet of contested beach front 
in the Taba region of the Gulf of Aqaba shown to be both 
Israeli and Egyptian-owned. Even though these speakers gave 
admirable renditions it was obvious to most that even tbey 
doubted what was said. 

To blow away the Zionist smoke screen, a number of know- 
ledgeable Middle East observers arc issuing warnings to the 
United States about what is taking place. The most forceful 
and outspoken of these is King Hussein of Jordan, who has 
been warning that the Middle East is on the brink of another 
war. 

Despite King Hussein’s warnings that “we are passing 
through one of the most critical stages we have witnessed in 
our time. It is far more serious than it has ever been;’’ Ameri- 
can officials are ignoring the messages. Any warning which 
threatens the U.ST-Israeli friendship is immediately turned a 
deaf ear and publicly labeled a fallacy to discourage anyone 
who might have been listening. Thus the smoke screen is also 
being perpetuated in the U.S. and under its cover more arms 
and ammunition transferred to Israel to strengthen its hold on 
: the. Middle East. 

■ The transfer of the Sinai is even playing its part here with 
U.S. officials either taken in by or continuing the deceit by 
saying, “but look how well this transfer is going, that is only 
the beginning.” 

In their own way they could be right. The transfer of the 
Sinai could be the beginning. Some sources say the transfer of 
the Sinai on Aprii 25 is actually an Israeli “codeword” which 
predicts a Zionist retreat on one relatively unimportant front 
and their attack on other more important areas. The begin- 
ning of such an offensive would mark the beginning of a war 
which would endanger not only the Middle East, but the 
welfare of the whole world, and at a time when it isn’t that well 
off to begin with.

SAN SALVADOR — 

President Jose Napoleon Duarte is gambling that, 
the elections here next Sunday win lead to a settle-, 
ment of the 2 Vi: -year-old war between leftist guer- 
rillas and his government's military forces. 

But with leftist parties boycotting the balloting 
and the guerrillas threatening to sabotage it, the 
two-month-old campaign has highlighted the vul- 
nerability of Duarte’s U.S. -supported government 
and the ability of rightist politicians to capitalize on . 
voter .frustration .with a seemingly endless war. 

As the campaign goes into its find week, five 
rightist parties are seen as being capable of sweep- 
ing away Duarte’s Christian Democratic Party, 
which pictures itself as moderate and reform- 
minded. 

U.S. and Salvadoran officials say they worry that 
a shift to the right could thwart the intent of the 
governing rivflian-military junta to undermine 
guerrilla appeal with a land redistribution program 
and other reforms. 

“If the extreme right comes in and takes away the 
reforms there will be 300,000 guerrillas instead of 
3,000,” said Dr. Jorge Bustamente, head of the 
three-man elections commission who describes 
himself as a political independent 

U.S. Ambassador Deane R. Hinton told a news 
conference here last week a rightist victory over 
Duarte “could complicate the problem of public 
support in the United States” for continued U.S. 
aid. but he added that any new government will see 
the importance of ending the war. 

But a leftist leader, Guillermo Manuel Ungo, said 
during a visit to Washington last month that the 
elections would be “a farce.” The leftists claim the 
balloting wiU not change what they see as a number 
of social inequities in the country. The leftists 
charge that junta-instituted reforms are not work- 
ing or are not enough. They also claim that the 
Duarte government at least condones, if it doesn't 
order, atrocities by Salvadoran military forces and 


right-wing death squads. 

In turn, the Duarte government accuses the guer- 
rillas of the same kind of atrocities. The war has 
claimed the lives of 32,000 people, the majority of 
them civilians. 

. Voters on March 28 are to pick a 60-member 
constituent assembly that will have the power to 
redraft the constitution and name a provisional 
government to run the country until general elec- 
tions can be held, probably in 1983. Polls indicate 
Duarte’s Christian Democrats and two of its five 
rivals will get about 90 percent of the vote. Those 
two are" the National Cobcfliatiotr Party aod The - 
■arch-rightist, National Republican Alliance, known 
as ARENA, ks Spanish' acronym.-. 

Other parties and independent observers say the 
Christian Democrats might win a plurality but 
doubt they can get the 31 seats needed to control . 
the constituent assembly. 

The 5 5 -year-old Duarte has been a popular polit- 
ical figure here since 1972 when the army and die 
National Conciliation Party teamed up to bar him 
from the presidency he won in an election, tortured 
him and sent him into exile. 

He returned soon after a coup on Oct 15, 1979, 
ousted Gen. Carlos Humberto Romero and the 
National Conciliation Party. He joined the junta in 
January 1980. Although he now is the junta's 
leader. Duarte is its newest member and, his back- 
ers contend, the only Salvadoran with any democra- 
tic credentials because of his 1972 election victory. 

He is barred by law, as an office bolder, from 
making partisan election speeches but be has been 
campaigning vigorously, nevertheless, urging aiarge 
voter turnout and promising voters that the election 
will be fair. 

But his party’s appeal for a moderate path bet- 
ween the extremes sometimes comes through in bis 
message. “For 50 years, a few rich used the army to 
control the government through force and electoral 
frauds,” he told a rally in Sonsonate recently. “This 
made the left think the only solution was to kill. We 
have shown that democratic reforms and elections 


are a solution. Your vote is a weapon of dvil resis- 
tance -to those .who want to impose their wiU by 
repression and terror.” 

Duarte is counting on the votes of some 70,000. 
peasants said to have benefited from land reforms 
over the past few years. The other parties have 
vowed to modify the land^refonn program and 
reportedly have received money from dispossessed 
landholders. 

At the same time, the National- Conciliation 
Party, which was the government party from 1961 
. until die 1979 coop, has picked, mgre modiste,.

ARENA and;the sew National ^Action have . 
attracted many businessmen who claim to be shack- . . 
led by the junta’s control of banks and foreign trade 
and uncomfortable with the . hew leadership.

Duarte’s strongest challenger is ARENA leader 
Roberto d’Amuisson, a 38-year-old former major 
- long associated with coup attempts and paramilit- 
ary groups. Wounded in a Feb. 27 assassination 
attempt, he was back on the stump a week later 
continuing his attacks on communism and promis- 
ing to "parity” the country within 'three months if 
elected. 

Only ARENA has matched the Christian Demo- 
crats’ grass-roots organization, staging rallies in 
more than 200 of the country’s 261 communities. 
Mario Radaelli, ARENA secretary, said there bad 
been talks with the National Conciliation Party to • 
join forces to dump Duarte if the Christian Democ- . 
rats don't get the 31 seats they need to control the 
new constituent assembly. National ConriHation 
leaders deny such talks were held but won’t reject 
the chance of such an alliance. - 4 

Spokesmen for both parties say they will not join 
an alliance with the Christian Democrats but West- 
ern diplomas, - who are watching the campaign 
closely, don’t rale out anything in Salvadoran poll- ' 
tics. “The Christian Democrats and the military • 


hated each other for 20 years,” said one diplomat. 
“"Whoever thought they could serve on the same 
junta?

Duarte has said he 
had hoped the guerrillas would make their bid for 
power at the polls. The left refused, iclajmiiig .the 
lives of its candidates would be endangered, and has 
announced an intimidation campaign of its own . ; . 

The Christian Democrats claim 25 of their 1,500 
campaign workers have, been killed and that all 60 
of their candidates have received letters threatening 
them with death. The night before d* Abuisson was 
shot in an ambush his campaign office was. attacked 
by grenades and automatic weapons fire. National 
Conciliation’s top strategist, Rafael Rodriguez 
Gonzalez, was shot to death in January, . 

The elections commission says 300 persons* day 
come by for voter identity cards to replace those 
confiscated by guerrillas. Some, claim. they have 
been threatened with death if they vote. Soldiers 
will be stationed at the 5,000 polling places to pre- 
vent guerrilla attacks. Soldiers themselves are jar- 
red from voting or campaigning.

U.S. warns Begin against S. Lebanon invasion

LONDON — 

The United States has warned Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin that “tangible” cuts will 
be made in American economic aid if Israel breaks 
its ceasefire with the Palestinians and attacks south- 
ern Lebanon. 

In the clearest sign to date of Washington’s anxi- 
ety that Israel will spring yet another surprise on the 
Middle East, President Reagan sent his Middle East 
troubleshooter, Philip Habib, on a swift tour of 
Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and Israel. But, on leaving 
the area last week, Habib only partially dispelled 
fears of war. 


How real is the danger? The Israelis themselves 
have blown hot and cold, dawning one day that the 
Palestinians have broken the ceasefire and there- 
fore an attack would be justified, saying the next 
that they have no intention of invading unless 
further provoked. 

There are powerful arguments in favor of a milit- 
ary intervention. Granted that, in what must be the 
last phase of his career, Begm’s prime ambition is to 
incorporate the West Bank irreversibly into Israel, 
he may well be persuaded that decimating the 
Palestine Liberation Organization strength in 
Lebanon is the way to achieve it. Such a blow to the 
Palestinians would encourage West Bank col- 
laborators. 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


The irresponsible policies of Libyan leader 
Muammar Qaddafi and the situation in the West 
Bank in the wake of Israels aggressive policy 
against the Arab population figured for editorial 
comment in Saturday’s newspapers. 

AX -Jtrdmh noted with regret the coincidence of 
Qaddaff s attacks on the Kingdom’s policy and the 
Israeli offensive in the West Bank for strengthening 
the Zionist occupation through its so-called civil 
administration. 

“This provides a clear evidence on Qaddaff s des- 
tructive role in the Arab region which is serving the 
goals of both Zionism and communism,” the paper 
said. 

“Fully aware of the Kingdom’s effective and col- 
lective Arab role for countering the Israeli chal- 
lenges and designs in the Middle East, Qaddafi has 
initiated his campaigns to hinder the Kingdom's 
constructive role by striking against Arab solidarity 
and creating rifts among the Arab states,” it added. 

The paper called for the isolation of Qaddafi 
from any bilateral or collective Arab action, 
“because the misguided tyrant of Libya has become 
a dangerous Communist and Zionist against the 
Arabs.” 


Commenting on the same subject, Al -Bilad felt 
Qaddafi has adopted atheist ideas when he rejected 
the tenets of Islam and the teachings of Prophet 
Muhammad. 

The paper described Qaddaff s offensive against 
Islam and religious leaders as the work of an infidel, 
”a heretic who misleads others into heresy and 
away from the path of God.” It called on the Libyan 
people to get rid of Qaddafi “who is trying to disfig- 
ure the g*-eat history of Libya:” 

On . ,.e same subject, Al -bfadtnah calfled for col- 
lective Muslim action for overthrowing the atheist 
ruler of Libya and urged the suspension of the Qad- 
dafi regime's membership in the Arab League, the 
Organization of Islamic Conference and the Organ- 
ization of African Unity. 

Deploring the situation in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip after the dismissal of El-Bireh 
mayor and the dissolution of the elected town coun- 
cil by the occupation authorities, Okaz said, “Israel 
will never stop its aggressive policy.” 

Warning against a large-scale assault against the 
Palestinians in southern Lebanon, the paper said,

But, Begin cannot be wholly indifferent to the

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Imelda Marcos: A living legend ~~ 

Despite many diverse roles, Mrs. Marcos devotes time to her family

MANILA, Philippines — After a meet- 
ing with Imelda Marcos held recently in 
Havana, Cuba, Fidel Castro was quoted as 
saying “My lady, what is that you cannot 
do?" And after an 80-minute meeting with 
her lot Arab News I gathered the impression 
that the woman is actually a living legend. 
Charming, intelligent, well-read and highly 
cultured, Imelda is a leader in her own right 
although she is the wife of the acknow- 
ledged political leader of 60 million people 
inhabiting 6,999 islands of their country. 
Only the 7000th island is unfit for human 
habitation. 

■■ Imelda has been her husband's closest 
advisor, philosopher, trouble-shooter and 
friend. She has solved some of the country’s 
most stubborn problems m eluding the prob- 
lem of the Southern Muslims by negotiating 
and finally signing the Tripoli Agreement 
with the Muslim leaders in the presence of 
Col. Muammar Qaddafi of Libya who spon- 
sored the peace talks. She has met with the 
world's most famous men and leaders of 
public opinion and almost always came out 


being able to give birth and life to his chil- 
dren. 

"But the realization eventually of your 
identity as a human being and then the real- 
ization that you shall find fulfilment only in 
other human beings, that was for me, a 
landmark of my life. Also to discover my 
identity, its modesty, and the grandeur and 
glory of finding fulfilment in others.” 

QUESTION: You have grown in stature 
as yon got involved in national and interna- 
tional affairs, has this In any way affected 
yon? Do you fike it or not? 

“ Thanks for the compliment but the initial 
thing really was the recognition of my iden- 
tity, to know how small I am. The selfish- 
ness was completely out, you gave yourself 
like a drop in an ocean and then you grew to 
become the ocean instead of just a drop of 
water, which is absolutely nothing.”

‘This is the foundation. We know that 
the foundation of society is home industry." 

QUESTION: At the same time you keep 
the woman at home? 

“We keep the woman at home, make her

QUESTION: Do you think that there 
should be more women leaders. If you feci 
that their number is lacking or not enough, 
is it because they are not quite fit Tor political 
leadership.

In her longest interview with any publica- 
tion in her long public life she told Arab 
News about various subjects ranging from 
important landmarks in her life and career, 
her husband and children, her philosophy, 
her intense love for Sowers and her favorite 
dishes. So how does she find time for her 
family? 

“Well, first of all, I really got into public 
life since becoming first lady, that is since 
Ferdinand became President, 17 years ago. 

By that time the children had growrrup and 
gone to school.

“So you see I am a visible first lady and at 
the same time I spend a lot of time at home, 
since home and office are nearly the same . 
thing. But most important is that your real 
home is your heart and mind and once your 
heart and mind are in the right place in the 
home and rooted into your own country and 
in your own identity, then 1 think everything 
else follows. It becomes just a dichotomy 
from one to all and from all to one. So yon ■ 
become a big home and no more.” 

QUESTION: What are tire bnportant 
landmarks far your life, before and after your 
marriage? 

“The important landmark m one's life is 
the discovery of, first, yourself. The 
nothingness of yourself. lire emptiness and 
the smallness of yourself. The recognition 
of others, of people, and starting to know 
human beings. These are the landmarks of 
my life, because they are the foundation and 
the basis for thoughts and feelings. 

“In the visible, one of the major land- 
marks was getting married to the president 
who then made me complete in the others. 
You know, making me whole as a woman 
and the fulfilment in that wholeness of 


the problem and not the solution. There is 
this orientation of the world today wherein 
man, the ultimate and the most precious of 
assets, has become just an item, a number. 
That is whywhen the International Confer- 
ence for the Chamber of Industries was held 
here I said we should change this orienta- 
tion. We always think in terms of merchan- 
dise of exports, economic indexes, per 
capita income, GNP.

And what is the other name for art? Discip- 
line. Sb a beautiful person is the bean and 
the ultimate of discipline.”

“It is multi-faceted. It is very bard to 
pinpoint because, first of all, i have so many 
deprivations or limitations which the Presi- 
dent complemented and filled up.

Because true happiness is found in , 
the invisibles rather than in the visibles. 
And that way you cannot even quantify 
happiness. Just like low. I cannot say I love 
you 10 percent or love you twenty eight 
percent or 1 think of you 20 percent of the 
day or not at all.

First of all. women should not have han- 


generalists, they become good managers. 
The household is a management feat. We 
are natural managers because we take care 
of the salt, food, light, water, shelter, clo- 
thing, medical services. I will tell you a little 
story. 1 asked an umbrella factory to distri- 
bute its assignments to different homes. 
There was a woman, a laundry woman, who 
wanted an extra livelihood. She was earning 
only $25 a month from the laundry work. 
She had four children, 4,6,8 and 1 1 . She 
could not leave her house because, of them. 
We gave her some umbrella contract. After* 
two months her income rose five times, to- 
$125. But what was very interesting is that 
she became closer to her children who 
appreciated her even more because they 
saw much of her although she was at the 
same time working. Even more exciting is 
that they loved her and wanted to help her. 
So they started malting umbrellas and after 
a while they began earning twice as much as 
their mother, bringing their combined 
income to $375 a month instead of $25. 
And h remained a very closely-knit family.

Lewis Carroll: His classics made a cultural contribution

NEW YORK (LAT) — Edward Gufliano 
is the young man who turns up on public radio 
or cable television now and then when some- 
body remembers that tins Is the year of Lewis 
CarrolTs 1 5 0th birthday an dtiia tit would be 
barbarism to disregard R. Gufliano is a Car- 
roll specialist who has published three books 
to deepen the world’s awareness that Lewis 
Carroll is special. - 

In the latest of these, Lewis CarroO: A 
Celebration (Clarkson N. Potter, $17.95), 
Gufliano' s foreword makes the point that, 
although nobody in CarrolTs lifetime would 
have thought of bracketing him . with Shakes- 
peare and Dickens, his impact on general 
culture has been as great if not greater. This is 
a contention that sounds exaggerated only 
until you think about it, remembering the 
universal familiarity of the tenniei illustra- 
tions of the ABce books and the- way politi- 
cians, journalists and ad men quote Carroll in 
full confidence of being understood. 

In using words that Carroll invented f Chor- 
tle , Galumph), people quote him without 
knowing it, which may be the ultimate hom- 
age to a writer who becomes genuinely 
classic. “You can’t ignore him,” Gufliano 
says. **We doesn’t go away. If you want to 
pick a book impossible to translate, how 
about ABce? but you can find translations in 
55 languages.” 

Gufliano knows this because he is the com- 
piler of Lems CairrbB: An International Bib - 
Uography. He is also the editor of £*wfr Car - 
roll Observed, which like his latest book, is a 
collection of critical essays by various hands. 
These sound like tbe kind of efforts one might 
expect from a fusty scholar well on in years. 
Actually, Gufliano is 31 and doesn't look 
that. With his dark moustache and bush of 
curly hair, he looks like somebody who might 
believe that literature began with the first 
issue of Rolling Stone. 


. Gufliano’s fascination with the writings of 
tbe Charles Lutwidge Dodgson, as Carroll’s 
contemporaries knew him, developed in the 
course of studying his way toward the degree 
that entitles him to be called Dr. Gufliano. If 
it weren’t that Carroll is now admitted to 
college reading lists, he would have missed 
him, because.he’d rejected Alice In Wonder - 
land in his childhood. “1 have vague 
memories ” Gufliano recalls, “that the book 
frightened me, and I just put it out of sight.” 


The thing that upset him, Guiliauo now 
guesses, was tbe way Alice shrinks and grows 
in size and tbe overwhelming chaos of the 
fantasy world into which she ventures. As he 
sees it, children wanted fixed touchstones 
from which to get their bearings in the world, 
and Carroll sends these helter-skelter. 
Gufliano isn't 100 percent certain that the 
greatest of children’s books is fit to give to 
children. 

If Carroll repelled him in childhood, how- 


ever, Gufliano has more than cemented rela- 
tions in his grownup years. Along with him 
other involvements with the enigmatic 
clergyman-mathematician. Gufliano is vice 
president and director of publications of tbe 
Lewis Carroll Society of North America. It 
was partly to loosen tbe connection with Car- 
roll and Gufliano did an annotated edition of 
The Pickwick Papers that is soon to be pub- 
lished. 

According to Gufliano. whose real main 


occupation is teaching English at New York 
Institute of Technology in Westbury. N.Y., 
Carroll was not a writer of nonsense, as he 
believed. He was an absurdist ahead of his 
time. Guiliano’s explanation, the explorer of 
the absured proceeds by obeying logic but 
carrying it farther than it will go — in the 
manner of Charlie Chaplin, giving a room a 
thorough dusting and extending the 
thoroughness to the goldfish; which he lifts 
out of its bowl.

“In CarrolTs absurdities,” Gufliano says, 
“he somehow puts his finger on a lot of 
things. He’s a Victorian modem who speaks 
to our time in its own terms. He gets to the 
collective subconscious in a way that is inde- 
pendent of time and place. There must be a 
reason why, in Japanese alone, there have 
been 23 separate translations of Alice just 
since 1960. Did you know that Vladimir 
Nabokov's first published book was a Rus- 
sian translation printed in Leipzig in 1923?" 

As for the post-Freudian attempts to 
explore CarrolTs own subconscious, Gufliano 
gives them guarded credence. There was 
probably and erotic element, he concedes, in 
CarrolTs adoration of female children, but 
this is 20tb century hindsight. To Carroll and 
his fellow Victorians, there was nothing kinky 
in feeling attracted to beings who embodied 
innocence and beauty and were there closer 
to God. “Dodgson," Gufliano says loyally, 
“was a very pious, very good man.” 

Carroll set himself a discipline for produc- 
tivity the Gufliano tries to emulate. He was 
able to complete the annotation of Pickwick 
in two summers away from the classroom and 
part of one academic year, thanks to steady 
work habits. He is at his desk in the morning 
by 8:30 and not up from it until 1:30 for 
Junch. When prepared by his Alsatian wife, it 
tends to be a good lunch. The food from her 
kitchen, according to her appreciative hus- 
band. enriches life almost as much as 19th 
century literature. 

The 19th century, hostile territory to the 
majority of Guiliano's young contem- 
poraries, is where he feels comfortably at 
home. “I like that world of governesses, mar- . 
riage and clear rules of conduct,” he says. 

“That was the time when the middle class 
emerged, and those are people I can identify 
with.”

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Clinic says headaches can be ‘ concentrated’ away

DALLAS (LAT) — Imagine yourself a 
lion: strong, poised, confident, not bothered 
by sraaD things, free of pain. Or place yourself 
on a beach, the ocean breeze on your face, the 
sun’s rays tanning your skin . Or imagine com- 
ing inside on a winter day, standing before a 
blazing fire, feeling your frigid bands become 
warm, then sweaty from the heat 

The muscles in your neck become relaxed, 
your hands become warm. What had been the 
start of another pounding headache subsides. 

Everyone endures the annoyance of 
headache, whether the rages of a hectic day 
with the kids, or the result of an unusually 
tense day at the office. But for some, 
headache is a chronic condition, excruciat- 
ingly painful, lasting days, months — even 
years. 

But now. the pain clinic at the University of 
Texas Southwestern Medical School here is 
using a whole array of innovative techniques 
— from self-hypnosis to biofeedback — to 
lessen, even avert, headaches in patients who 


have spent years searching for remedy, some- 
times becoming addicted to painkiller drugs. 

The latest techniques, researchers say. 
reduce muscle tension when the skin temper- 
ature is raised. 

“Just about everyone gets headaches,” 
says Dr. James Lipton, a psychologist and 
member of the pain clinic team. “Most are 
benign and don’t occur very often." 

But for others, the malady can be devastat- 
ing. 

“Some patients axe in sheer misery,” Lip- 
ton said. “I've seen grown men in tears over 
these headaches. They develop a fear of pain 
of future headaches. They become fearful of 
going out Their lives become rather cir- 
cumspect” 

For one 57-year-old man. the pain clinic 
techniques have been successful. Hie man,, 
formerly a government investigator, suffered 
from severe headaches for the past 1 7 years. 
Each year, the headaches became not only 
longer but more painful. -Last year, he had 
one or two a day, each lasting from minutes to 
hours. 


After using the techniques taught at the 
clinic, he has been able to ward off mild 
headaches and has not had a severe headache 
since December. 

Exactly what causes headaches remains 
unknown. What is known is that the muscles 
in the head and neck become tense. In some 
patients, the arteries that go to the head 
become distended, swollen and throb, caus- 
ing pain. 

Upton said there are four base types of 
headaches: 

— Tension headaches — those making 
such products as aspirin, Anadn and Bufferin 
famous — are caused by a tightening of the 
muscles in the neck and head. - 

— Classic migraines are caused when the 
arteries to the head first constrict, then dilate 
and swell, causing rain. The patients usually 
suffer reduced vision, Bickering bright spots 
before the eyes, nausea and light — headed- 
ness. While the headaches may last a few 
hours, they don't occur that otten. 

— Common migraines have those addi- 
tional side effects, but the headaches can last

1 950, both sexes have experienced a three-fold increase.

Dear Mrs. /- Attacks may begin in patients who are around 50. 
These pains occur along tbe course of the trigeminal (5th) c ranial 
nerve. Often they are triggered by a slight draft or cold water touch- 
ing the sensitive area. 

Absence of symptoms (remissions) may last for weeks or months. 
In most cases we do oot know what causes these parozysms of facial 
pain. As in your case, aspirin becomes in effective. 

Initially, doctors prescribed such medications as carbamazepine or 
phenytom sodium. Relief usually follows, but if there are complaints 
like drowsiness and lightheadedness and other side effects — and 
return of pain — operation may be necessary to control the pain. 

According to a JAMA report (6/26/81) by Drs. Rand Voorbies 
and Russel H. Patterson of the Department of Neurosurgery, The 
New York Hospital, Cornell Medical Center, N.Y., 29 of 32 patients 
who underwent a surgical procedure called micros urgical decom- 
pression had good to excellent results.

Dear Doctors: A few weeks after my 52nd birthday I began to suffer — 
and I mean suffer — terrible shooting and stabbing pains in my right 
lower Jaw. They would last only 15 to 20 seconds but were almost

For Mr. S_- I'll offer a simple definition of hardening of the arteries. 
Another name: atherosclerosis. 

This is a process in which deposits of cholesterol and other fatty 
substances thicken tbe inner layers of the artery walls. As a result, 
.there's narrowing of the artery channels. 

Result: interference with normal flow of blood. This increases the 
likelihood of blood clots which are the precursors of heat attacks and 
stroke.

— Glister headaches are foe most devas- 
tating. They can last hours and occur daily for 
years cm end. They are more predominant in 
men and can be totally debilitating, causing 
days off tire job and a fear of planning social 
activities. 

At the Southwestern Pain Clinic, patients, 
wi&chromc headaches aren’t treated with 
me d ic a ti on. Instead, they are treated with 
techniques they can learn and use themselves 
at home, work or on vacation. 

They Use their minds, their imaginations, 
to reduce muscle tension and raise their skin 
temperature to ward off and lessen the sever- ’ 
ity of headache attacks. The patients are 
taught relaxation therapy to release muscle 
tension. 

-Patients are taught to tighten their muscles, 
starting at tbe feet ?nd working up to the 
head, then relax them. They feel the tension, 
then let it fade away, until their bodies are 
numb. 

Then tire, patients are encouraged to envi- 
sion themselves in a calm, pleasant, safe, sec- 
ure place —sitting on the beach or in a green 
valley beside a bubbling creek, gazing at the ; 
mountains. They imagine themselves free of 
pain.. 

“With' practice foey.can : produce a pleas- ■ 
ant, relaxed feeling,” said Lipton. 

By using their minds, the patients .pan be 
taught to affect the nervous system m charge ' 
of automatic functions such as' : breathing, . 
heart rate and temperature. ’ - 

Through, biofeedback techniques, which 
employs equipment that can measures skin 
temperature and musde tension, tbe patients 
can see what thoughts and relaxation 
methods enable them to relax muscles that 
cause headaches and to raise their body 
temperature. 

Lipton and other researchers have found 
that chronic headache sufferers have a lower. . 
temperature in their hands than others. He 
said chronic headache sufferers remain in a 
“fright OX flight” pattern with a shutdown of 
blood flow to the outer parts of the body. “It 
is as if they are about to go into battle, and the 
body is reserving its maximum oxygen for tbe 
vital organs,” he said. “It is as if they are in a 
constant emergency.” 

lipton said raising the temperature of tbe 
hands seems to alleviate the headache pain* 
probably “because it changes tbe blood flow 
in the bead, although this hasn't been fully, 
documented.” 

lipton also is testing patients' urine for a 
i substance he suspects may be the triggering 
factor in headaches. He suspects the sub- 
stance is released by the body, triggering the 
headaches or causing the pain. 

“We still don’t know what events trigger 
headaches,” he said. “If we knew exactly, we 
would cure them forever.”

6,000 arrested 
in Seoul after 
U.S. center fire 

SEOUL, March 20 (AFP) — Nearly ti.UOO 
persons were arrested in an overnight crack- 
down in Seoul following an alleged act of 
arson Thursday against' the U.S. Cultural 
Center in Pusan in southeastern South 
Korea, police said here Saturday. 

South Korean police suspected “impure 
elements with leftist leanings" as the perper- 
trators of the fire at the center in the port city, 
which killed a student and injured three 
others. A joint Korean-U.S. team was inves- 
tigating. The government adopted security 
measures because of the arson, police said. 

Those arrested included 199 criminal sus- 
pects. 2,796 alleged hoodlums and 2.744 
others said to have been found violating 
traffic laws or engaging in “suspicious 
(behavior ” police officials said. 

Authorities named one of three suspects in 
the case as Chung Soon-Choi, 27. who 
allegedly played a key role in a similar fire 
that in December 1 980 destroyed the U.S.

WASHINGTON. March 20 (AP) — The 
United States’ economy is sinking so far this 
year at the same 4.5 percent annual rate as 
during the final three months of last year, 
government officials estimated Friday. 

TTicir estimate, based on very preliminary 
data for the still-unfinished first quarter of 
1982. is compiled from a wide range of 
economic indicators that have been showing 
the recession was still in full swing during 
February. 

The Commerce Department reported offi- 
cially Friday that corporate profits were sink- 
ing and that the inflation -adjusted, or “real,” 
gross national product — the broadest meas- 
ure of U.S. economic activity — was declining 
at an annual rate of 4.5 percent in the fourth 
quarter of last year. That was a revision of the 
4.7 percent figure estimated one month ago. 

Other government officials confirmed that 
Commerce Department analysts are estimat- 
ing the same 4.5 percent rate of decline for 
the current quarter. 


LONDON, March 20 (AFP) — British 
Premier Margaret Thatcher and West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Schmidt both expre- 
ssed doubts here that the next European 
summit would resolve Western Europe’s 
community budget problems. 

They were addressing a press conference 
after a day-long meeting at the British pre- 
mier's official residence at Chewuers, dose to 
London. 

Schmidt said be wasnot sure that top-level 
preparatory work on the European 
Economic Community (EEC) budget had 
advanced to the point where the next summit 
of EEC leaders would resolve the problems. 

“On the other hand. 1 don’t want to 
dramatize,” he said. 

Mrs. Thatcher added: “We are not on the 
verge of a solution at the moment If we do 
not get a satisfactory solution on the budget 
we cannot agree on CAP (common agricul- 
tural policy).” 

The two leaders agreed that EEC farm 
costs should be brought down. They also dis- 
cussed problems to be raised at two s ummi t 
meetings in June, one of the Atlantic alliance 
and the other of industrialized countries at 
Versailles, France. 

Sources said the two sides were in accord 
on these problems, particularly on the dam- 
age being done to the European economy by 
high U.S. interest rates and on the need to put 
‘discreet’ pressure on Washington to bring 
the rates down.

API said total imports now are at the level 
of early 1972. Domestic crude ofl production 
rose 76,000 barrels a day over February of 
last year — to 8,684,000 bands a day.

TCCB slaps 3-year ban on rebels 


LONDON, March 20 (AFP) — AD fifteen 
rebel English cricketers playing in South 
Africa have been banned from playing for 
their country for three years from ApxD 15. 
The move was made under a new rule 
adopted Friday by the Test and County Cric- 
ket Board meeting at Lord’s here. 

■ The Board also passed a new directive say- 
ing players’ involved in future tours of South 
Africa “cannot expect to be eligible for selec- 
tion for England so long as such ineligibility 
remains necessary to preserve international 
multi-racial cricket and the interests of cric- 


ket in this country.” 

The Board further recommended that the 
players currently in South Africa should not 
be included in their county teams against the 
Indian and Pakistan tourists this summer. 
The banning of the 15 came through the pas- 
sing of a new rule saying: “Tbe cricketers, 
who have formed a team to play representa- 
tive teams in South Africa m March, 1982, 
will be ineligible for selection for England for 
period of three years from April 15, 1982 
and the same ineligibility shall apply to any 
other cricketers joining any pan. of the tour 
being undertaken by that team.”

SAN SALVADOR, March 20 (Agencies) 
— Durch diplomats Saturday began inquiries 
into the killing of four members of a Dutch 
radio and television news team covering El 
Salvador's guerrilla war. Spey art van Woer- 
den, Dutch ambassador to Mexico, arrived 
here Friday to head the inquiry as the Sal- 
vadoran government readied itself for inter- 
national complaints over the deaths. 

President Jose Napoleon Duarte held an 
emergency meeting of bis top cabinet minis- 
ters Friday night to discuss the consequences 
of the case. Informed sources said Duarte was 
worried at the possible damage to the ruling 
junta's already tarnished International 
image. The junta has already come under 
pressure at home and abroad for alleged 
abuses of human rights. 

The four Dutchmen — Koos Roster, Hans 
Lodewijk ter Laag, Jan Comelis Kuiped and 
Jan Johannes Willemsen — were killed last 
Wednesday during a dash between security 
forces and leftist guerrillas in the northern 
province of Chalatenango. 

The armed forces have denied any respon- 
sibility for their deaths. A statement said the 
Dutchmen were with guerrillas who opened 
fire on an approaching patrol. They were kil- 
led along with four guerrillas in an exchange 
of gunfire, it said. 

In the latest inddents involving foreign 
journalists, a Brazilian television news crew 
said troops shot at them as they were driving 
near San Benito, five kins west of San Sal- 
vador, to investigate an alleged massacre. No 
one was injured. 

A British crew horn Independent Televi- 
sion News accompanied by some other repor- 
ters said they were threatened at gunpoint by 
about 20 heavily aimed men in civilian 
clothes when they went to the scene of the 
deaths of the four Dutch newsmen near Sants 
Rita. 

Pentagon boosts 
weapon program 

WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP) — The 
Pentagon announced a record $1 14.S billion 
increase Friday in the estimated cost of 44 
major present and future United States 
weapons programs. Obviously sensitive to 
the probable political tremors which will 
result from the report, U.S. defense officials 
called a special briefing to explain the figures 
to reporters. 

As one of them who dedined to be iden- 
tified put it, the vast boost over estimates 
reflected “a lot of extra capabilities and quan- 
tities" of weapons to be produced as far 
ahead as 1 995, as well as what offitials called 
more realistic estimates of future cost infla- 
tion. 

The new figure is not strictly comparable to 
previous figures because the interval for 
some weapons purchases covered by the 
report. 13 years, is far' longer than any that 
have been used in past reports. Typically, 
those reports would look eight years ahead. 


International 
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Floods feared as St. Helens erupts^ Indian premier seeks 


VANCOUVER, Washington, March 20 
(AP) — Mount St. Helens erupted Friday 
evening with a plume of ash and steam 1 1 
kms high. About 75 persons were evacu- 
ated along nearby rivers due to fear of 
floods from melting snow, authorities said. 

The explosive eruption tapered off an 
hour after it began at 7:28 p.m. local time 
(2128 GMT), but sdentists warned more 
eruptive pulses — smaller releases — could 
occur. 

The National Weather Service said 
observers along the north fork of the Toutle 
River, below the mountain, reported a 
surge of water moving down the river. 
Other river watchers said the north fork had 
risen 2.4 meters. However, any mudflows 
were not expected to be as large as those of 
the mountain's first eruption on May 18, 
1980. 

About 50 persons were evacuated along 
the upper stretches of the Toutle, along with 
about 25 persons on the southeast side of 
the mountain near Swift Reservoir on the 
Lewis River. A Cowlitz County sheriff's 
deputy reported seeing a large amount of 
debris and water moving down the north 
fork of the Toutle. 

A restricted area around the southwest 
Washington Mountain had been closed ear- 
lier in the day when an eruption appeared 
immin ent. However, a much more minor 
^ event, called a dome-building eruption, had 

Indian legislators 
fight in assembly 

NEW DELHI. March 20 (AP) — Legis- 
lators and at least one cabinet minister 
punched and kicked each other during a 
15 -minute free-for-all Saturday in the 
Rajasthan state • assembly. 

The trouble began when house Speaker 
Poonam Bishnoi called for consideration the 
14th report of this central Indian state’s busi- 
ness advisory committee, the United News of 
India reported. Opposition lawmakers 
angrily objected, saying they had boycotted 
the meeting Friday when the report was dis- 
cussed. They demanded further debate 
before it was acted on. 

When the speaker disagreed, members of 
at least four opposition parties charged the 
podium, knocked aside the sergeant-at-arms, 
and climbed up on the platform and began 
shouting slogans. The sergeant-at-arms tried 
to head pff a second wave of opposition 
membe island was aided by an unidentified 
cabinet minister who kicked a member grap- 
pling with him, UNI said. 

Members of Prime Minister Indira Gan- 
dhi's ruling Congress Party erupted from 
their benches and a brawl ensued, during 
which at least one opposition member was 
physically dragged from the chamber. 

Son starved to death' 

PARIS, March 20 (AFP) — A 30-year 
old unmarried jnother locked up her 
two-year-old son in her flat last December 
and left him to starve to death. Police 
found his decomposed body when they' 
broke into the flat Thursday, it was 
learned Saturday. 

The mother, Evelyne Boutin, admitted 
after she was arrested Friday that she had 
abandoned her son Jean-Benoit one 
morning before going to work and decided 
to never return, police said.

been predicted. The ash cloud climbed 
13,700 meters above the volcano, before 
dissipating, the weather service said. 

Light ashfaD was reported by aircraft 
near the mountain and by people on the 
ground at Cascade Locks, Oregon about 64 
kms southeast of the volcano. No large 
population centers were expected to receive 
a major ashfall, but North Portland. 
Oregon, could receive a light dusting, the 
U.S. Forest Service said. 

The mountain's first eruption had 
immobilized thousands of northwest resi- 
dents when it blanketed parts of eastern 
Washington and northern Idaho with ash. 
Shortly after Friday's blast, Washington 
state activated its emergency plan and set 
up a command post in Olympia. 

Scientists were unsure whether the lava 
dome on the floor of the snow-covered cra- 
ter had been destroyed in the blast. The 
main concern was that a major eruption 
could melt snow in the crater, touching off 
floods. 

A U.S. Forest Service plane circled the 
mountain, but the exact magnitude of the 
eruption was not immediately known. A 
spokesman would say only that Friday's 
blast was similar to the volcano's first 1980 
eruption. 

The force of the blast surprised scientists, 
who had been predicting a non-explosive 
eruption where molten rock oozes to the 


crater floor and adds to the size of a lava 
dome. The eruption was detected by seis- 
mographs at the University of Washington 
geophysics center in Seattle at 7:28 p.m. 
“We lost a crater station a few minutes 
later," said a spokesman, Chris Trisler. The 
volcano had been quiet for the past 4 Vi 
months. 

The last dome-bunding episode lasted 
about three days in late October and early 
November and left a dome about 182 met- 
ers high, 548 meters wide and 670 meters 
long. 

The volcano has had six major eruptions, 
incl udin g its first devastating blast that left 
60 persons dead or missing and sent an ash 
cloud around the world. Since then, the vol- 
cano also has had six dome-building erup- 
tions. 

The U.S. Geological Survey and the Uni- 
versity geophysics center had issued an 
eruption alert Friday- after studying crater 
floor deformation and scrutinizing reams of 
seismograph paper. 

During the day, visibility around the vol- 
cano was good and geologists had entered 
the crater briefly, then retreated to observa- 
tion points, said Kathy Cashman, a USGS 
geologist. 

State officials closed the restricted red 
zone around the peak at 7:15 ajn., turning 
back 200 to 250 Weyerhaeuser Co. loggers 
on their way to work in the woods below the 
mountain. >

Jaruzelski hails maneuvers 


MOSCOW, March 20 (AP) — Poland's 
martial law chief Wojciecfa Jaruzelski hailed 
the Warsaw Pact maneuvers in his country as 
‘'much needed and veiy important,” accord- 
ing to a Soviet report published Saturday. 
Polish, Soviet and East German troops con- 
cluded the week-long maneuvers Friday in 
northwest Poland, the first such training since 
martial law was imposed three months ago. 

Hie exercises, code-named Friendship 82, 
"are being held in a special period in the life 
of our country, which is characterized by.the 
fact that life in Poland is returning to nor- 
mal," Gen Jaruzelski told the Soviet Defense 
Ministry newpaper Krasnaya Zuezda (red 
star). 

“ At the same time we must be ready to give 
a rebuff to any aggressor, and the exercise 
Friendship 82 shows that military readiness 
of units and sub-units is on a high level," he 
said. 

A front-page picture showed Jaruzelski, 
Soviet Marshal Viktor Kulikov, commander 
in chief of Warsaw Pact forces, and East 
German Defense Minister Heinz Hoffmann 
meeting with troops at the maneuvers. 

“Well-coordinated, with initiative” said 
the headline in the paper. “The exercises 
showed that staffs of the allied armies possess 
enough knowledge and experience for the 
organization and waging of modern battles," 
Kulikov was quoted in the article. 

Plane crash kills 
25 Indonesians 

JAJCARTA, March 20 (AP) — A Garuda 
Airlines Fokker F-28 jetliner with 27 persons 
aboard crashed Saturday at Lampung airport 
in south Sumatra, killing all but two persons 
aboard, a spokesman for the state-owned air- 
line said. The spokesman said the plane 
crashed while landing at the airport in bad 
weather. 

There were no foreigners aboard, he said. 
No details on the survivors or the cause of the 
crash were immediately available. The twin- 
engine, Dutch-built jet was on a flight from 
Jakarta's Memayoran airport. 

40die in India mishap 

NEW DELHI, March 20 (AP) — At 
least 40 persons were killed and 25 others 
seriously injured Saturday when a private 
bus collided with a train in southern Andhra 
Pradesh state. 

The accident occurred at an unmanned 
crossing near the town of Kolanur. about 
160 kms south of the state capital of 
Hyderabad, the United News of India 
reported. Most of the victims were 
believed to be in the bus. 


In another development, the Polish Jour- 
nalists' Association (PJA), already sus- 
pended under martial law, has been dissol- 
ved, Warsaw radio reported. The mayor of 
Warsaw said that since the extraordinary 
congress in 1980 die PJA had embarked on 
undertakings conducive to the dismantling of 
state and social institutions supplying public 
information, the radio reported. 

The mayor also said PJA actions were also 
causing the disintegration of the journalist 
milieu and hampering the discharge of duties 
by journalists in itieSocialist state, according 
to the radio. The mayor Said that since the 
congress the PJA has not been implementing 
its basic statutory objectives and the range 
and method of action agreed for the associa- 
tion.

ers will be reduced as a result of what we have 
done." 

Oil Minister Humberto Calderon Berti 
said OPEC had taken a historic decision to 
control output — the group has never before 
tried to act as a true cartel, tailoring output to 
support prices. 

He said a three-man ministerial committee 
set up to monitor the output quota system 
would monitor the Rotterdam spot market 
and try to stop members unloading surplus 
volumes at cut prices there. 

Sheikh Yaraani told his news conference 
he expected a slide in spot prices to halt now 
that OPEC had acted to match supply with 
demand and that he thought such non-OPEC 
sellers as Britain, which have joined the price 
retreat, would be soon tempted to raise prices 
to OPEC levels. He thought the run down of 
surplus stocks would. also be reduced. 

Sheikh Yam an i said he thought the market 
would thus tighten enough to make it unnece- 
ssary for the Saudi Arabians to reduce their 
output again, “but the possibility of going 
down is there. 1 want this known." 

He said he thought Britain's S5.50 North 
Sea oil price cuts this year were in line “with 
what some major consumers were frying to 
do" in driving down oil prices to try, by that 
route, to help their economies out of recess- 
ion. 

Newspapers had speculated on a Saudi 
Arabian price cut to S28 and “there were 
wrong stories about the collapse of OPEC “ 

Sheikh Yamani said the Saudi Arabians 
doubted whether lower world oil prices 
would in the long term help consumers. Aside 
from bankrupting smaller ofl companies 
they would simply help drive up demaadand 
set the scene for another price explosion.

LONDON, .March 20 (AP) — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi was quoted 
Saturday by fte Tines of London as saying 
she seeks “warmer andbetter” relations with 
the United States, but will not loosen its ties 
with the Soviet Uniter . 

“We're trying to hive a better relationship 
with the United States^ she said in an inter- 
view. '‘They haVeinlBfe a global strategy and 
I don't know what part India plays in that, if 
any. lfsiip to them. We're not doing any- 
thing unfriendly. A lot in the world depends 
on the attitudes of the United States and I 
would be glad if the relationship were warmer 
and better.” 

Mrs. Gandhi was quoted as saying India's 
friendship with tin. Soviet Union was valu- 
able and she wants to maintain it. “They (the 
Soviets) have stood: by us and helped, espe- 
cially in development, when no one else 
wanted to," she stressed. “There is no ques- 
tion of lessening friendship with the Soviet 
Union... 

“We have not' allowed them to influence 
our judgment, action or policies.'' India 
signed a friendship treaty with the Soviets in 
1971. Soviet Defense Minister Marshall 
Dimitri Ustinov is on a visit .to New Delhi 
with a high-powered delegation of generals. 

Mrs. Gandhi flies to London Sunday for a 
visit to Britain to promote a festival of India. 
The Toiler quoted the Indian premier as say- 
ing she hoped scheduled talks with British' 
Prime. Minister Margaret Thatcher will help 
create “a more normal and better relation- 
ship” with Britain. 

Noting she gets on well with Mrs. Thatcher, 
Mrs. Gandhi added: “I get on well with most 
people, strange as it may seem. I got on well 
with President Reagan in Cancun... on a per- 
sonal basis.” 

On Wednesday, Mrs. Gandhi will have 
lunch with Quefcp Elizabeth II at Bucking- 
ham Palace afteF which she will visit Lon- 
don’s Sdenoe Museumfor another festival of 
India event, the science, technology and 


medicine of India exhibition tracing the his- 
tory of the development of science in India. 

On Wednesday night, Mrs; Gandhi win pay 
a visit to the theater for a performance of 
Cms, the highly successful British musical. 
Before leaving for Delhi on Friday night, 
Mrs. Gandhi will address the Britain’s Royal 
Society.
